1952 cam paign.” 
Stratton said, “ I’m categorically 
denying that and asking for an 
apology.” 
Never Saw Cassidy 
"M r. Cassidy or no one else has 
any immunity from enforcement of 
gambling laws,” the governor said, 
repealing that his policy is to use 
state police “ wherever local law 
enforcement has broken down ” 
Asked by two reporters for the 
newspaper whether hv hart seen 
Cassidy, 
Stratton said, 
“ 1 
have 
never laid eyes bn the man since 
1 took office." 
But one of the reporters (Justin 
Fishbien) told the governor that 
Cassidy had called on him at an 
“ open house,** Whdn Che governor 
sees all vi*itor> on a first come, 
first-served basis.

“ It certainly isn’t my recollec­ 
tion,” Stratton said, “ but we have 
no protection against who gets in 
line at the open hou*e

'Hie newspajver 
had contended 
Cassidy used influence to halt state 
police raids on his Spring Valley 
business establishment.

until 
ordered by State Police Chief Phil 
Brown to cease such raids without 
first clearing them with brown. 
Engstrom is scheduled to go on

To Discus One- 
Shot Salk Polio 
Vaccine Plan 


WASHINGTON fW -The nation’s 
top polio 
authorities 
have been 
sum m oned to a 
conference h ere 
W ednesday to consider re c o m m e n d ­ 
ing a one-shot vaccination program 
to m ake p resen t Salk supplies go 
farther. 
The present p ro g ram calls for 
three 
injections 
over 
an eight- 
month period. 
To reach as m any 
children as possible before the new 
polio season, m any experts believe 


that the .schedule should be cut 
|back tem porarily to only one shot. 
The Health, Education and W el­ 
fare Departm ent announced that 
Dr. Jonas E. Salk, developer of 
j the vaccine, m em bers of the gov­ 
ern m en t vaccine advisory com m it­ 
tee, and representatives of m edical 
and public health organizations will 
! attend the m eeting. 
The experts are expected to sub­ 
mit their recom m endations to U. 
S. 
Surgeon General Leonard 
W. 
Schecle this week. 
He will make 
his decision public as soon as pos­ 
sible, a spokesm an said. 
From the beginning of the inocu­ 
lation program, officials have rec 
om m ended three shots to give the 
m axim um protection. 
They said 
the second injection should be giv­ 
en four to six w eeks after the first 
and the third injection about seven 
months after that. 
Millions of children, however, re­ 


ceived only one shot during the 
m ass 
inoculation 
p ro g ram 
this 
su m m er. And extensive .studies in­ 
dicated that the one shot provided 
a great deal of protection against 
paralytic polio. 


The new polio season gets u n ­ 
derw ay this spring. Since millions 
of children still h a v e n ’t received 
any shots and there isn’t enough 
I vaccine to go around, m any ex­ 
perts believe a one shot program 
is the only way to provide a de­ 
cree of protection for the m ax i­ 
m um num ber of children. 


The other point of view, held 
by som e, is th at the initial tv\o 
shots, at least, m u st be given in 
quick succession to provide chil­ 
dren with the best protection. They 
I question w hether this established 
p rogram should be altered.

Honus Wagner, 
Baseball Great, 
Dies at Age 81 


PITTSBURGH 
IP - John Peter 
(Honus) Wagner, whose iron man 
exploits with the 
Pittsburgh 
Pi­ 
rates made him baseball's "g reat­ 
est shortstop of all tim e.” died 
early today at his homo in nearby 
Carnegie at the age of 81 
The famed “ Flying Dutchm an” 
died in his sleep at 12:56 a. rn. At 
his bedside were his wife Bessie, 
his daughter-in-law, brother-in-law 
and other intimate-; of the family. 
Wagner, who had been ill in re­ 
cent years, made his last public 
appearance April 30 when he at­ 
tended the unveiling of an 18-foot, 
40-ton bronze statue erected in his 
honor just beyond the left field 
wall at Forbes Field 
He had been 
bedridden 
since last 
September 
when he injured his hip in a fall 
at his home. 
The Hall of Fam e hero with the 
peculiar bowlegged stance was one 
of baseball’s legendary figures. He 
led the National league in batting 
eight times and was a .300 plus 
hitter for 17 .straight seasons 
He 
set records which are still intact 
and at which players have been 
aiming in vain for nearly half a 
century. 
Honus spent 18 full seasons with 
the Pirates after coming here from 
Louisville in 1900. 
He starred in 
IOO or more games for both Louis­ 
ville and Pittsburgh for 19 years. 
Although one of baseball’s great­ 
est players and top drawing cards, 
he nev cr got more than $10,000 a 
year for hi> services.

i spectacular career, 
Wagner stole 720 bases, paced thc 
National league in extra base hits 
seven years, 
led in triples five 
years and was first in doubles eight 
seasons.
